Consumer Price Index Short 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The cost of living, 


nudged by higher prices for clothing, rose by 
three-tenths of One per cent in October, giving 
the nation a 3.7 per cent inflation rate in the last 
six months, the government said today. 


The Labor Department said the rise in con- 


sumer prices was three-tenths of one per cent 
both on an unadjusted.and seasonally adjusted 
basis last month, smaller than the September 
rise but still over the Nixon administration's 
target of reducing the inflation rate to at least 3 
per cent by the end of the year. 


Consumer prices in September increased by 


four-tenths of one per cent on an unadjusted 
basis and five-tenths on a seasonally adjusted 
basis. 


More than a third of the increase in the Oc- 


tober index was blamed on higher clothing 
prices. The department's Bureau of Labor 
Statistics said price increases for used cars, 
health insurance and property taxes also were 
contributing factors. 


The bureau said that in the 11 months since 


President Nixon started his Phase 2 wage-price 
control program, the cost of living has risen 3.5 
per cent. It has gone up 3.2 per cent since August 
1971 when the President imposed his freeze on 
wages and prices. 


The report said the rate of inflation has wor- 


sened in the last three months, with prices rising 
at a seasonally adjusted annual rate of 4.1 per 
cent compared with 3.3 per cent in the previous 
three-month period. For the six-month span as a 
whole consumer prices have gone up 3.7 per cent. 


The bureau said the higher prices were 


moderated by lower prices for beef, some fresh 
fruits and vegetables and gasoline.

ulated liftoff at 9:53 p.m., the 
same time the Saturn 5 is to be 
fired on launch night.

The Corsicana Independent 


School District board of Trustees 
went into a closed-door session 
without stating the nature of the 
secret meeting after the open 
meeting business was transacted 
Monday night at the school ad- 
ministration building. 


Board Chairman Maco Stewart 


called the closed-door meeting 
after adjournment at 8:45 p.m. 


School Supt. Joe Seale and 


Board of Trustees Chairman 
Maco Stewart were unavailable 
for comment today about matters 
discussed in the secret meeting. 


Business during the open 


meeting included the expulsion of 
four boys and discussion about 
possible future expulsion of four 
girls who were taken into custody 
at Navarro County Jail for 
allegedly possessing a subtance 
believed to be marijuana. 


Supt. Joe Seale said the four 


girls 
are 
under 
three-day 


suspension by the principal and 
10-day 
suspension 
by 
the 


superintendent at this time. He 
said he wrote a letter to the girls' 
families Friday, but a 10-day 
period must pass before the girls 
can be expelled by the board. 
Seale said there will have to be a 
special meeting for expulsion of 
the girls. 


. The four boys who were ex- 
pelled for the remainder of the 
semester were involved in 
"disciplinary problems", ac- 
cording to Seale. These problems 
included fighting, disrespect to 
students and teachers and other 
disruptive activities. They in- 
clude a Drane Middle School 
ninth grade student, a Collins 
Middle School seventh grade boy, 
and two CHS students. 


The trustees decided to pay the 


final amount due to the ar.chitect 
and contractor who built the new 
Corsicana High School. Payment 
was approved in amount of 
$913.90 for the Koetter, Thorpe 
and Cowell architectural firm, 
and $37,530.45 for the Droemer & 
Sons contracting firm after

Hair Case Decided on Questions of Justice, Lack of injury

Attendance at the hearing on 


petition for permanent injunction 
in the "Hair Case" was scarce 
Monday as compared to other 
court sessions here in what has 
become a long judicial battle 
similar to other hair code cases 
filed throughout the country. 
Visiting Judge Steve Latham of 
Hillsboro denied the petition at 
12:30 yesterday. 


Plaintiffs in the case, styled 


"Mrs. Leslie K. Skews as next 
friend of Kevin Skews and Mrs. 
J.T. Burkes as next friend of 
Michael Burkes, vs. Board of 
Trustees 
of 
Corsicana 


Independent School District," 
came fo court with additional 
evidence and witnesses while the 
defendants elected to maintain 
the same position they took in an 
earlier hearing (for temporary 
injunction) several weeks ago. 
Defense attorney Matt Dawson 
contended that the plaintiffs did 
not show irreparable damage as 
result of the CISD Board of 
Trustees' rule restricting length 
of hair. 


During the final arguments 


attorney for plaintiffs William J. 
McKie, said "we don't contest or 
complain about the fact that the 
school board has a right to make 
regulations; we know they have 
that right...but what we're saying 


is that regulating the length of a 
boy's hair, so long as it's clean 
and not disruptive, 
is an 


unreasonable, unfair, undignified 
rule for this school board to have. 
They didn't have it last year. The 
president of the student body last 
year had long hair, the president 
of the student body this year has 
long hair, and I think both of 
them are fine young men." 


McKie also said that the 


defense attorney's son wears his 
hair below the ear level and 
added, "my son couldn't go to 
this school". He said that even 
"the namesake of this county", 
Jose Antonio Navarro, would not 
be allowed in the CISD system 
because his hair exceeded the 
length set in the code. He said 
even former President Lyndon B. 
Johnson and Joe Namath would 
not be allowed in the school 
because of their hair length. 


"I believe the rule is archaic, 


it's going to get to the Supreme 
Court of the United States sooner 
or later, and once and for all that 
court is going to decide whether 
or not a child can go to school 
with his parents' consent with 
long hair or rule that the school 
boards have the right to decide 
the length of hair. And we're not 
talking about dirty hair, we're 
not talking about disruptive hair, 
we know those things have to be 
regulated. 


McKie then said the district 


court would be "making a strive 
for justice" if it told the school 
district that the "only rules and 
regulations it can have is that the 
hair should be clean and not 
disruptive."... 


Attorney Dawson said the hair 


controversy has already reached 
the Supreme Court in the case of 
Robert Barwell vs. East Side 
Union High School District. He 
said the Supreme Court gave the 
opinion that "what you're dealing 
with there is an insubstantial 
wrong" and that it should be 
school authorities and not courts 
which should regulate 
the 


schools. 


Dawson later said "It's rather 


elementary that in order to 
secure an injunction, that a party 
must prove a substantial right, 
the violation of which has caused 
irreparable 
injury, and the 


record is completely devoid of 
any such proof. At the very mosl, 
we've got the contention of one 
student, speaking on behalf of 
himself, with no one here pur- 
porting to represent a class or 
any class action; there's no proof 
on the part of either of the 
plaintiffs in this suit ...of any 
irreparable 
injury. The very 


most is one witness saying that 
his pride was hurt." Dawson then 
asked that the petition be denied. 


Both attarneys agreed early in 


the case to stipulate to the 
evidence presented during the 
early October hearing for tem- 
porary injunction which was 
denied by Latham who also 
presided in that hearing. This 
prevented 
a 
repetition of 


material which the court has 
already considered. 


Also early in the hearing, 


McKie contended that there was 
a "conspiracy" to keep some 
witnesses from being subpoenaed 
to appear in court Monday. Two 
such witnesses were Dr. T.W. 
Dixon and Don Smith of the 
Family Consultation Service. 
Smith arrived in court later 
during the hearing and said an 
FCC board member (not a school 
board member) had asked Dr. 
Dixon not to get. involved in the 
Skews case. After the hearing, 
McKie publicly retracted his 
statement that there was a 
conspiracy to keep his witnesses 
from coming to the hearing. "I 
made a mistake", he said. 


Lengthy testimony was given 


by former Corsicana High School 
principal Grover Pearson who 
said he initiated a hair length 
code in the old high school during 
the 1969-70 school year. He said 
he did discuss the hair length 
matter with Maco Stewart (who 
was then a school board member 
and is now chairman), but only 
on a personal basis and not in an 


official capacity. 


Pearson said it was decided 


there would be no hair code the 
first year at the new high school, 
1970-71. When asked by McKie 
"Who 
told you about that 


decision?", Pearson said it was 
Don Bowen who was superin- 
tendent of schools at the time. 


Under cross-examination by 


Dawson, Pearson testified that it 
is his experience that when hair 
becomes longer there is a ten- 
dency, especially among boys, to 
become unkept and unclean. 


Later under questioning by 


McKie, Pearson identified a 
photograph on page 126 of the 
1972 
CHS yearbook as being 


Jimmy Stewart, nephew of Maco 
Stewart. McKie noted that the 
youth, who graduated last year, 
wore long hair. 


McKie also asked Pearson if 


smoking by students was per- 
mitted in school while he was 
principal of the old school. 
Pearson said it was permitted for 
students only at certain periods 
of the day and in certain areas. 


McKie asked him if he tried to 


stop students' 
smoking on 


campus and Pearson said he did 
not. 


You didn't think that was a 


proper area for you to get into?" 
McKie asked. 


"No, sir", Pearson replied. 
The plaintiff 
attorney next 


called Mike Barrett, the CHS 
student council president, to the 
stand. 


During 
cross-examination, 


Dawson asked key questions, 
including whether Barrett suf- 
fered loss of respect by his peers 
or an economic loss as result, of 
having to cut his hair to get into 
school. 


"It hurt my pride and my 


beliefs," Barrett said. 


Dawson asked if his beliefs are 


that the hair is an expression of 
some kind or a protest. 


"No, sir, I wear it long because 


I like it," Barrett said. 


Dawson then drew a parallel 


between Barrett's responsibility 
as the student council president 
and the members of the school 
board, saying that if the student 
council passes a measure, this 
does not mean that everybody 
agrees with it. Dawson said the 
Democratic process is to "either 
go along with the rule or change 
the people in office."

Relief Due from FHA

Texas fanners and ranchers who have suffered crop, 


livestock or property losses from a natural disaster since 
June 30, 1971, may be eligible for benefits from Public Law 
92-385, according to J. Lynn Futch, State Director of Farmers 
Administration. 


Two brackets of fanners and ranchers are qualified to 


receive benefits under the law, which was signed by 
President Nixon Aug. 16, 1972. Fanners and ranchers who 
received loans from Fanners Home Administration due to 
losses from natural disasters between June 30 and Dec. 31, 
1971, may be eligible for cancellation of up to $5,000 of the 
principal loan. The remaining interest on the loan would be 
three per cent. 


Others qualified to receive relief nioney include fanners 


and ranchers who received loans as the result of natural 
disasters that occurred after Dec. 31, 1971. These persons are 
also eligible for cancellation of up to $5,000. Interest on the 
outstanding balance would be charged at one per cent.

who suffered hay and other crop losses due to the past season 
of dry weather in this area may be qualified to

$5,000 in relief. He said they must be able to prove the loss
